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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph of claims 4, 14, 15, 16 
and 40-42. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendment of claims incorporates 
the limitations from the dependent claims 1 3 and 14, no new matter is being added. It is noted that BRANDON et al. teaching of optimum 
ratios of wool and textile glass fibers are for the particular application as an interlayer for a vinyl floor covering in which room temperature 
dimensional stability and compressibility are required. It is the Examiner's interpretation that the range of 10-30 percent by weight of the 
textile fibers is a preferred embodiment and does not preclude optimization of the ratio of these materials relative to the intended use of it. 
The reference teaches that wool fibers bend more easily than textile fibers, therefore, when it is desirable to have more flexibility in the 
final product, one would use a ratio with lower content of textile fibers. It is well settled that determination of optimum values of cause 
effective variables such as flexibility is within the skill of one practicing the art. In re Boesch, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980).. 
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
